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TO  reftore  and  preferve  Health  are  the  chief  and 

highly  important  Designations  of  this  Esta- 
blishment. The  Opulent  and  Liberal,  from  the 
manifcflr  Tendency  and  certain  Effedts  of  it,  now  lauda- 
bly expanded  to  admit  the  greateft  Objects  of  Suffering 
Humanity,  will  doubtiefs  become  its  zealous  Patrons 
and  Protectors.  To  whom  that  Series  of  medical  and 
furgical  Fadts,  annually  colledted  in  the  Difpenfary  Re- 
gifters,  might  preclude  any  Obfervation  in  its  Favour. 
rI  he  many  Scenes  of  complicated  Mifery  (than  which 
none  can  exceed  thofe  of  Poverty  and  Sickneis)  varioufly 
difplayed,  according  with  the  pureft  and  moft  grateful 
Senfations,  will  perfuafively  excite  their  arduous  and 
benign  Endeavours  to  avert,  mitigate,  or  remove  them. 

As  a fecondary  Atteftatiun  of  its  extenfive  Utility,  we 
may  juftly  remark  that  perhaps  the  moft  valuable  Species 
of  CHARITY  is  that  which  anticipating  the  numerous 
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Excitements  of  Affliction,  efpecially  the  Cares  and  So- 
licitudes of  the  indigent  Sick,  effectually  prevents  them. 
With  this  View,  affiduous  Attentions  have  been  ever 
paid,  fince  the  Inftitution  of  this  humane  Endowment, 
to  the  primary  and  governable  Attacks  of  Difeafe  : by 
which  Means  their  future  Recurrence  oft  became  more 
moderate  and  lefs  frequent.  To  the  influence  of  malig- 
nant Contagion  thefe  Sentiments  very  forcibly  apply; 
the  deftruCtive  Progrefs  of  Fever  being  fometimes  in- 
terrupted by  certain  aCtive  Remedies,  in  thofe  who  were 
firfl;  feized  with  it,  and  the  diligent  Admiffionof  the  re- 
quifi It  Prophylactics  preventing  its  baneful  Diffufion. 

The  Directors  of  fo  charitable  an  Undertaking  have 
repeatedly  intimated,  'That  the  principal  acute  Difeafes 
of  this  maritime  Situation  were  introduced  from  Ireland . 
The  alarming  Contagion  which  took  place  in  an  adja- 
cent Diltridt  ( Cortickle)  and  prevailed  during  the  Months 
of  "July  and  Augujl , was  of  this  an  inconteftable  Proof. 
Communicated  by  a Seaman  from  IVaterford  to  his  Bro- 
ther in  Law,  it  extended  its  peftilential  Virulency  to 
every  Inhabitant  of  Four  Families  connected  with  him, 
even  to  a Child  of  Five  Months  old.  The  Patients 
were  as  ufual  leized  with  the  Symptoms  of  the  cold  Fit 
of  Fever,  terminated  by  exceffive  Heat  and  profufe  Per- 
fpiration  ; the  Crifis  of  the  Difeafe  being  marked  by 
their  evident  Remiffion  upon  the  nth  or  14th  Day. 
The  chief  Singularity  was  that  of  fometimes  admitting  a 
powerful  and  painful  Determination  to  the  Bowels. 
Imprudent  Expofure  to  Cold,  when  apparently  recover- 
ing, would  oft  induce  a very  aCtive  and  permanent  Exa- 
I cerbation 
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cerbation  of  Fever,  and  threaten  an  unfavourable  Event : 
but  the  moft  perilous  Urgency  of  Difeafe  ieemed  to  de- 
pend upon  a relaxed  and  languid  State  of  the  Syftem  : 
Hence  the  only  fatal  Inftance  occurred  in  an  aged  Wo- 
man, who  to  natural  Infirmity  added  the  Fatigue  of  con- 
ftantly  attending  the  Sick,  and  other  Circumftances  ex- 
citive  of  univerfal  Debility.  Of  the  various  Means  em- 
ployed to  prevent  the  future  Communication  of  this 
dangerous  Malady,  the  principal  were  an  Attention  to 
Cleanlinefs,  Ventilation,  and  the  Temperature  of  the 
Air,  with  the  Affiduous  Employment  of  certain  Pro - 
phylaftics ; efpecially  the  Explofion  of  Gun-powder  and 
the  Evolution  of  the  Nitrous  Acid.* 

To  purify  and  render  falubrious  the  Air  of  fuch  con- 
tagious Situations,  the  Effluvia  arifing  from  Lime  have 
alfo  been  admitted.  A late  propofed  Mode  of  beneficial- 
ly diffufing  them  was  by  hanging  up,  in  the  Chambers 
of  the  Sick,  Cloths  iteeped  in  Lime  Water,  and  frequent- 

• In  Addition  to  the  Method  of  conducing  the  Procefs  defcribed  at  Page 
the  5th  of  our  lafl  Year’s  Report,  it  tnay  not  be  improper  to  note,  that  if  a 
perpetual  Effufion  of  the  Nitrous  Vapour  is  required,  the  Veflel  containing 
the  Nitre  and  Vitriolic  Acid  might  be  placed  over  a Lamp  : the  fumigating 
One  invented  for  the  Purpofe  by  Mozer  is  particularly  recommended. 

This  Expedient,  from  the  Succefs  which  attended  it,  appears  to  poflefs  a 
Specific  Efficacy  in  deconopofing  the  Principles  of  Contagion,  and  rendering 
them  innoxious.  It  has  lately  been  found  useful,  in  the  Fevers  of  Work- 
houfes,  and  in  tbofe  originating  from  Want  of  Cleanlinefs  in  the  confined 
Abodes  of  the  Poor.  Armed  with  this  Antidote,  we  are  allured  that  any 
Perfon  might  fafely  vifit  thefe  contaminated  Places,  and  very  probably,  by 
this  Precaution,  five  many  Lives  without  endangering  his  own. 
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ly  renewing  them..  The  medical  Treatment.al-ways  com- 
menced  upon  the  Approach  of  the  Difeafe,  with  the 
Exhibition  of  an  Emetic,  and  the  Cure  was  afterwards 
referred  to  the  copious  Ufe  of  Stimulants  and  Tonics, 
viz.  Serpentaria  Decoctions , the  Bark  in  every  Form, 
Wine , and  Opiates:  which  laft,  with  Jlftringents , became 
highly  proper  in  the  advanced  Stages  of  Fever,  when 
the  Bowels  were  remarkably  irritated. 

In  Aid  of  that  Relief  which  the  Difpenfary  procured 
by  Medicines,  Wine, and  Attendance,  we  muft  gratefully 
and  refpedtfu  ly  acknowledge  the  occalional  Interpofition 
of  private  Beneficence  generoufly  furniffiing  every  other 
Afiiftance.  It  has,  indeed,  proved  a fertile  Source  of  ex- 
quifite  Anxiety,  to  find  that  the  Succours  of  this  Chari- 
ty, mitigating  the  Woes  of  Penury,  could  not  be  extend- 
ed to  many  of  its  truly  poignant  Diftretfes.  The  frugal 
Neceflaries  and  Comforts  of  Life,  which  beft  promote 
our  falutary  Exertions,  oft  totally  wanting,  have  been 
fupplied  with  great  Difficulty.  Perfectly  latisfadlory 
were,  however,  our  late  Attentions,  the  Opportunity 
being  given  of  happily  granting  a little  pecuniary  Relief 
wherever  it  was  requifite.  The  Liberality  of  fomewell 
difpofed  Perfons,  thus  affording  effedtual  Confolation  to 
one  of  the  higheft  temporal  Solicitudes,  and  efpecially 
contributing  to  the  Recovery  of  our  very  indigent  Pa- 
tients, could  only  be  equalled  by  the  Delicacy  of  the 
Mode  which  conveyed  it. 

The  Cales  ot  Febrile  Indifpofition  afterwards  admitted 
were  of  uncertain  Origin,  and  rarely  characterized  by 
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malignant  Appearances.  Their  general  Communication 
was  fortunately  prevented. 

Had  it  been  neceffary  to  enforce  the  ReftriCtions  and 
Precautions  judiciouily  preferibed  by  Government  to 
arreft  the  Progreis  of  that  baneful  Diftemper  which  pre- 
vailed during  the  Autumn  in  the  Borough  of  Coleraine  :4 
however  hazardous  the  Undei taking,  they,  with  every 
Prophy!/idhc  ot  Experience,  fhould  have  been  diligently 
executed. 

The  epidemic  AffeCtions  to  which  the  Children  of  the 
Indigent  had  been  liable,  in  the  Courfc  of  the  Winter 
and  bpring,  hill  continued  to  obtain  : of  thefe  the 
hooping  Cough  was  the  moft  frequent  and  powerful. 
Amongil  the  lower  dalles  of  People,  where  little  Re- 
gard could  be  paid  to  the  proper  Government  of  the 
Regimen,  (especially  its  principal  Articles  ot  Air  and 
Diet)  this  ( ontagion  raged  with  peculiar  Violence, 
Repeated  Emetics , topical  Blood-letting , with  the  occa- 
fional  Application  of  B lifters,  weie  chiefly  relied  upon* 
Their  Efficacy,  in  fenflbly  alleviating  the  Urgency  of 
prefent  Symptoms,  and  lometimes  preventing  any  ex- 
pected dangerous  Attack,  was  always  obfervable.  In 
the  laft  Stage  of  the  Difeafe,  when  an  inflammatory 
Tendency  no  longer  prevailed,  vegetable  and  mineral 
Tonics  with  Antifpafmodics  and  external  Stimulants, 
became  tnanifeftly  ufeful.  It  muft  be  acknowledged 
that  in  a Malady  not  lefs  tedious  and  painful  to  its  Ob- 
jects, than  alarming  to  their  relative  Connexions,  very 
permanent  Advantage  has  been  derived,  exclufiveof  me- 
dical Aid,  from  varying  the  Mode  ot  Living  of  the  Pa- 
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tient ; particularly  permitting  a total  Change  of  Air,  or 
rather,  in  mild  and  temperate  Weather,  a long  continued 
Stream  of  it.  In  this  Difeafe  184  Patients  have  been  at- 
tended to,  and  though  feveral  long  fuffered  very  diftrefs- 
ful  Symptoms,  two  only  were  fatal  Cafes. 

The  Natural  Small  Pox , which  appeared  in  different 
Situations  the  Whole  of  this  Year,  were  at  firft  remark- 
ably favourable  : the  Eruptions,  whofe  Number  and 
Confluency  always  indicate  and  determine  the  Degree  of 
Danger,  being  perfectly  diftindt.  This  Difeafe  foon 
after  affuming  a Form  of  malignant  Putrefcency,  was 
mortal  to  at  leaft  one  in  Six  Perfons  who  received  the 
Contagion.  As  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood  had 
fuffered  its  general  Prevalency,  and  as  many  infuperable 
Prejudices  againft  Inoculation  ftill  remain,  few  were 

the  Applications  for  its  Benefits. 32  Children  have 

been,  however;  admitted  ; increafing  the  total  Number, 
iince  the  Winter  of  1783,  toim.  Several  Inftances  of 
the  mildefl  Species  of  Meajles , requiring  domeftic,  chief- 
ly pe&oral,  Expedients,  alfo  occurred. 

No  Dyfenteric  Patients  have  applied  lately  : thofe  of 
Diarrhaa , more  powerful  than  in  former  Seafons,  were 
remitted  to  the  curative  or  palliative  Aids  of  opiate9 
ajlringent , and  jlrengthening  Remedies. 

To  the  Imbecillities  and  morbid  Affedtions,  which 
inceffant  Labour  unavoidably  excite,  the  Friends  of  this 
Charity  may  advert  with  a mixt  Senfation  of  Sorrow 
and  Gratification.  Whilft  they  commiferate  that  Ne- 
ceffity  and  thofe  Exertions  to  relieve  it  which,  at  an 
early  Period  of  Life  fometimes  occafion  all  the  Infirmi- 
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ties  of  Old  Age  ; they  cannot  but  indulge  the  confola- 
tory  Reflection,  that  their  Munificence  has  eftablifhed 
an  Afylum  for  diftrefsful  Indigency*  Adminiftering  to 
the  Mitigation  or  Removal  of  its  Pains  and  its  Weak- 
nefles,  they  muft  feel  themfelves  exceedingly  happy. 

A Reference  to  the  Systematic  Arrangement 
of  our  numerous  chronic  Diforders  will,  in  this  Regard, 
appear  highly  eligible.  Expofed  to  accidental  Injury, 
the  POOR  are  daily  fuffering  its  deplorable  Confequen- 
ces,  and  which  lay  the  Foundation  for  many  of  their  very 
cogent  Calamities.  Hence  proceeds  the  frequent  Succef- 
fion  cf  Patients  in  the  Surgical  Department  of  the 
D ispensary.  As  intimately  connected  with  this  mod 
uleful  Branch  of  it,  the  Benefits  ariling  from  the  Ad- 
million  of  Midwifery  Cases  may  be  fuitably  an- 
nounced. Thefe,  in  the  Space  of  eleven  Years,  amount 
to  1 248,  and  only  two  terminated  fatally.  Exclufive  of 
that  Relief  immediately  afforded  them,  feveral  of  the 
Ailments  peculiar  to  Mothers  and  Children  were  pre- 
vented or  cured. 

The  Generofity  of  the  Benefactors  and  Sub- 
scribers to  this  Charity  juftly  claims  the  mod 
thankful  Acknowledgments  of  its  Conductors.  Re- 
motely attached  to  the  Interefts  of  lVbitehaven>  or  its 
Vicinity,  many  of  the  latter  have  had  the  Goodnefs,  from 
a Principle  of  general  and  exalted  Philanthropy,  to  con- 
tinue, during  a Period  of  fifteen  Years,  that  Patronage 
and  Affiftance  which  now  render  it  fo  certainly  condu- 
cive to  the  public  Weal.  In  this  View  the  liberal  and 
diftinguifhed  Sanction  of  the  Clergy  and  Magis- 
trates 
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TR  ates  was  highly  grateful.  The  new,  additional,  and 
renewed  Contributions,  with  the  voluntary  Donations; 
which  feveral  fortunate  Circumftances  have  concurred 
to  augment,  were  alfo  very  acceptable  : not  only  as  pro- 
moting the  laudable  Scheme  of  this  Institution,  but 
as  evincing  the  Degree  of  Eftimation  we  wilh,  and  en- 
deavour it  may  merit  and  obtain.  Entirely  lupported 
by  annual  Sublcriptions,  munificent,  efpecially  the  ori- 
ginal Benefactions  and  cafual  Bounty,  we  are  lorry  to 
remark  that  its  Funds  have  been  lately  much  reduced. 
Hence  arofe  the  imperious  and  painful  Neceility  of 
abridging  the  Quantity  of  Wine  to  the  Fever  Patients, 
and  folely  allowing  it  in  Cafes  of  extreme  Langour  and 
imminent  Danger,  Upon  the  fame  Accounts,  the  punc- 
tual Regards  of  a Nurle-keeper  were  rarely  permitted. 

In  Confequence  of  that  Attention  which  the  novel  and 
interefting  SubjeCt  of  Suspended  Animation  has- 
every  where  excited,  we  may  reft  allured  that  fewer  In- 
flances  of  it  muft  in  future  occur.  Greater  Precaution, 
and  more  judicious  Expedients,  will  be  admitted  to  : 
prevent  Accidents.  And  it  is  highly  probable  that  the 
ftrenuous  and  perfevering  Endeavours  of  the  Intrepid 
and  Skilful,  occalionally  exerted,  may  prove  more  fre- 
quently fortunate.  The  Inftitution  of  a SOCIETY, 
well  meriting  the  Appellation  of  HUMANE,  has  not 
only  contributed  to  this  beneficient  Purpofe,  but  alfo 
communicated  the  moft  effectual  Means  of  preventing 
premature  Death,  by  reftoring  Life  when  no  latent 
Function  of  it  could  be  detected.  To  the  Treasurer 
of  this  celebrated  Endowment  we  are  indebted  fora.
